With respect to enablement rejection, applicant submits two sequences from NCBI protein database. These references are noted but will 
not be considered as they refer to records which became available after the priority date of the instant invention. The enablement 
sufficiency of a specification is determined as of its filing date" Hybrytech, Inc. V. Monoclonal Antibodies, Inc., 231 USPQ 81 (Fed. Cir. 
1986). Since enablement sufficiency is determined as of the filing of an application, the disclosure of a later dated publication cannot be 
relied upon to supplement an insufficient disclosure of a prior filed application. Gould v. Quigg,3 USPQ2d 1302 (Fed. Cir. 1987). The 
enablement sufficiency of a specification is determined as of filing date. Hybritech, Inc. V. Monoclonal antibodies, Inc., 231 USPQ 81
